I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1970 >  together  with  the  report  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector. 

The  statistical  section  shows  that  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  Borough  area  both  in  births  and  deaths,  follow 
the  national  averages  fairly  closely;  while  there  is  a  fairly 
steady  death  rate  there  is  a  steadily  reducing  birth  rate. 

It  is  perhaps  unkind  to  note  the  one  exception,  the  illegitimate 
birth  rate,  which  has  more  than  doubled  in  the  last  five  years, 
a  figure  not  found  nationally. 

We  seem  to  have  been  remarkably  free  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  years  1969  and  1970* 

I  should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Pugh  for  his  section 
of  the  report  and  for  his  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

Food  Premises 

Apart  from  the  Poultry  Plucking  Factory  (mainly  rough 
plucking  of  hens  and  capons)  erected  in  1961,  there  are  no  food 
processing  factories  in  the  area  other  than  retail  shops,  bake¬ 
houses,  restaurants  and  hotel  kitchens. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  from  time  to  time 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  i960, 
and  byelaws  made  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Contraventions  are 
followed  up  by  communications  and  reports  to  the  appropriate 
Committee  when  found  necessary.

(3)  Treatment:  By  high  pressure  continuous  filtration  plant 

and  Chemical  treatment  (Chlorine  and  Ammonia  gases)
